Some 178 beef producers 
from various states have 
filed suit against some U.S.

Beef sales to 
USSR reported 

Trade sources indicate 
that both Australia and New 
Zealand have made new 
sales of beef to the USSR, 
USDA reports. 

Australia sold 25,000 tons 
of beef with the possibility 
of another 10,000 tons. New 
Zealand sold 6000 tons of 
beef and some mutton. 

The prices reportedly 
were 2-3 cents per lb. higher 
than U.S. prices for com¬ 
parable product. 

Industry sources still be¬ 
lieve Australia and New 
Zealand will meet their re¬ 
spective U.S. restraint 
quantities in 1977, USDA 
said. Australian production 
is adequate but new sales to 
the Soviets and industrial 
problems at packing plants 
are causing difficulties in 
shipments to the U.S.

New wool, lamb 
budgets ok’d 

Annual budgets devel¬ 
oped by industry organiza¬ 
tions to expand markets for 
wool, lamb and mohair 
through promotional activi¬ 
ties have been approved by 
the USDA. 

John C. Pierce, director 
of the livestock division of 
USDA’a Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Service (AMS), said 
promotional activities total¬ 
ing about $2.25 million for 
wool and lamb are financed 
by funds deducted from 
government incentive pay¬ 
ments to producers. The ac¬ 
tivities, monitored by AMS, 
are authorized by the Na¬ 
tional Wool Act of 3954, as 
amended by the Agriculture 
and Consumer Protection 
Act of 1973. 

Since mohair prices in ro« 
cent years lmve been aver¬ 
aging above the support 
level authorized by the 
Nationnl Wool Act, reserve 
funds for mohair promotion 
are expected to be entirely 
used by Ibis year. Those

The charcoaled steak on 
the backyard grill probably 
wouldn't exist had Colum¬ 
bus failed to bring n small 
herd of Spanish cattle to the 
New World, according to 
John E. Rouse, Wyoming 

rancher. 

Because the bison, or 
buffalo, was the only native 
American bovine, most of 
the domesticated cattle in 
the Western hemisphere 
are descendants of those 
bovine immigrants, Rouse 
gays in a new book from the 
Unlveristy of Oklahoma 
Press, “The Criollo: Span¬ 
ish Cattle in the Americas. ’* 

As the Spanish cattle be¬ 
came adapted—and taken 
for granted—in the New 
World, they became known 
hs Criollo, a nnine given to 
man or bensl native to the 
land. The Criollo, or “cnltle

of the country,'' spread to 
populate, feed and enrich 
the Americas. 

‘ 'The cattle dominions 
that flourished on virgin 
grasslands from the Argen¬ 
tine to Canada," he writes, 
“were built on the Spanish 
cow." 

The hides and carcasses 
of the Criollo built na¬ 
tion-sized empires on both 
continents; financed wars 
and revolutions; supported 
governments; created cul¬ 
tures, subcultures (the cow¬ 
boy . gaucho, vaquero, 
chnrro and rancher) and 
new technology, and 
changed tho face and diet of 
the Americas. 

Although one of her 
progeny, the Longhorn, has 
been lauded, the Criollo has 
been ignored. Yet, Rouse 
asserts, until the middle of 
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Glover closes Amarillo plant 


Cattle sired by U.S. bulls 
dominated the Angus 
breeding cattle show at the 
91st edition of Argentina's 
National Exposition of Live¬ 
stock and Agriculture in 
Palermo, reports Richard T.

All 
six female champions were 
by U.S. bulls. 

The grand chnmpion bull 
was Great Southern, ex¬ 
hibited by Bertel Skou, 
Carlos Arliex, and llijos de 
Jose Firpo. The bull was 
sired by Blnrldnck McHenry 
13Yamloutof Ankony 139DU 
bass who was sired by 


Ankonian Dynamo. The bull 
was the two-year-old minor 
champion and was calf 
champion at Palermo in 
1976. 

The reserve grand cham¬ 
pion bull was the reserve 
two-year-old, La Nicolasa 
Can Am 1476, exhibited by 
Estancias Busquet and Ca¬ 
banas Don Alfredo. The bull 
was sired by Sir Williams 
Can Am nnd was out of an 
Argentine bred cow. The 
animal also topped the 
Palermo sole bringing some 
$43,000. The grand cham¬ 
pion bull which had three 
owners, was not offered for 
side.

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Glover, Inc. (ASE), a 
prominent meat packer and 
processor with headquar¬ 
ters in Roswell, N.M., has 
announced the closing of Its 
Amarillo, Texas, cattle 
sluughter plant as part of its 
corporate restructuring and 
evaluation program. 

The company cited eco¬ 
nomic conditions surround¬ 
ing the slaughter of cattle 
and the continued adverse 
outlook for slaughter mar¬ 
gins as the basis for the 
company's decision. Glover 
also cited the sharp increase 
in operating costs over the 
past two years as further 
reason for the cessation of 
the operation at tho 
Amarillo facility. 

Bruce L. Miller, the com¬ 
pany's new president and 
chief executive officer, 
stated that the decision to 
close the Amarillo plnnl is 
part of :m overall evaluation 
oft lie ci impnny's operations 
in light of recent losses and 
generally udversc* condi¬ 
tions within the meal in¬ 
dustry. 

Glover, which also oper¬ 
ates plants in Roswell nnd 
Albuquerque, N.M.; Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn., nnd Hernando, 
Miss., snid operations at 
those facilities are not af¬ 
fected by Lhls action. The 


Roswell plant, a fully in¬ 
tegrated meat packing and 
processing facility, will, 
increase its production of 
beef products to lessen the 
impact of the shutdown at 
Amarillo, which during the 
past fiscal year accounted 
for approximately one third 
of the company's total 
production and sales. 

The company said the 
action would not affect its 
livestock procurement prac¬ 
tices.
